OL KUGEL SIGHED and 
pushed away the half-eaten 
sandwich.

TEVE KEIRN has not spoken 

to Dusty Rhodes since the 
tragic ending to Dusty’s five-day 
reign as NWA champion. He 
couldn't. 

“J was absolutely crushed when 
it happened,” Keirn said. “At that 
point I made a vow to avenge the 
incident. [intend to do it if it’s the 
only thing | ever accomplish for the 
rest of my life.” 

Keirn wasr’t actually present 
when Terry Funk attacked Dusty 
and broke his arm prior to his 
NWA heavyweight title defense 
against Harley Race, the man he 
took the belt from five days earlier. 
He had already wrestled on that 
card in Orlando, Florida, and was 
in the dressing room. By the time 
he and several other wrestlers 
reached the ring to aid Rhodes, 
Funk had departed with police 
protection. 

“In my entire fife. | never knew 
what hate was all about,” Keirn 
said, “I thought I hated, but I guess 
I never really did, | know that naw 
because the feelings I have for 
Funk are feelings | have never 
experienced in the past. 

“And then there is the matter of 
that sniveling coward Race. If he 
thought he was truly worthy of that 
title, he wouldnt have wrestled

Race and 
Funk, I[t doesn't matter which 
order. But I'm going to make them 
both very sorry for what they did to 
Dusty Rhodes.” 

Keirn has an attachment to 
Rhodes ‘not commonly found 
between two wrestlers. It dates 
back to Keirn’s rookie year in pro 
wresuling. At that time Rhodes was 
going through a major transition. 
For years, he was a_ hated 
rulebreaker. But at that point he 
was trying ever so hard to get 
people to like him. It was not easy 
for him. As much'as Dusty is loved 
now, he was hated for those years. 

Keirn saw what Rhodes was 
trying to do and it had a great effect 
on him, “I don’t think too many

people are aware just how difficult 
it is to change people's opinions of 
you,” Keirn said. “Oh, it’s one 
thing to be Jiked and then be hated. 
But once youre hated... 

“This isn't easy for me to 
explain,” Keirn continued. “But | 
Was going through a rather painful 
experience at the time. Breaking 
into wrestling is not like starting a 
new job on an assembly line. It is 
extremely demanding emotionally. 
Now seeing Dusty Rhodes, a 
veteran of the sport, also going 
through an emotional experience, 
put me at ease a little. 

“T think we both recognized this 
in each other. And we related to 
each other. Wespoke about ita lot. 
1 think I helped him a great deal, 
and I know he helped me.~ 

After the Orlando incident, 
Keirn went to every promoter in 
Florida asking, pleading for a match 
against Race and Funk. Several 
promoters complied with his 
wishes. Most fater regretted that 
they did. ; 

Keirn was not himself in those 
matches. He neglected his scientific 
training and attacked like a 
wildman. Twice in the scries of 
bouts, he was disqualified against 
Funk and once against Race. 

There is a man who is very 
concerned about Keirn’s obsession 
to avenge Dusty Rhodes. And he ts 
Dusty Rhodes. 

“Y don't like what I'm seein’.” 
Dusty said. “Steve has flipped out. 
Don't get me wrong, it’s nice to see 
he's concerned. But 1] don't like 
what he’s doin’. He's actually 
hurtin’ himself. His whole 
personality seems to have changed. 
| hope now that I'm wrestling 
again, he'll stop. Because if he 
doesn't stop soon, he might be 
changed for good.”
